W e st P o in t, May 15-This was a dra 
matte day in the Whittaker case, and I 
surprising one to everybody but tho mem 
hereof the Court and the experts. To 
Whittaker and bis faithful friend, Prof. 
Greener, it was a day far harder to bear 
than any; that had preceded, for while 
hitherto the colored cadet has had a foil, 
to-day there was nothing in race or class 
prejudices, or a partial Court, to shield him 
from the evidence which shut upon him in 
a way entirely unexpected. 
Those who 
have all along held to Whittaker’s lnno 
cence cannot fail to be shaken at least by 
the discovery ot one of the experts, an­ 
nounced this afternoon toward the close of

session. 
That announcement 
explained perfectly the look of quiet satis­ 
faction 
which 
the 
members 
of 
the Military 
Court haye for

days noticeably worn. 
Through all the 
exciting scene Whittaker himself was the 
coolest person in the room. 
He ans­ 
wered the 
questions which told most 
against hin and heard the charges of the 
experts that he must have written the note 
of warning as unmoved and unconcerned 
as it he were least instead of most inter­ 
ested. 
Whittaker was on the witness stand the 
greater part of the day, ani held firmly 
through everything to his original story 
concerning the outrage. The chief inter­ 
esting feature of his testimony was his 
throwing suspicion on two of the cadets 
with whom he had had trouble, though he 
said he did not suspect them till about 
the 15th of April, and had 
received 
a suggestion from Lieut. Flipper as to one 
of them. Farther, tnat he did not think 
hts suspicion grounded well enough to 
mention it to his counsel, and should not 
have made it public but for the direct 
questioning by/.he Court. Whittaker ac­ 
knowledged the writing of a letter to his 
mother, which was shown him, neatly 
incased in a frame and covered by glass. 
This was the point up to which the Re­ 
corder had been working. After drawing 
from Whittaker positive denials tuat he 
ever saw the note of warning before it was 
sent to him, nod also the affirmation 
of belief that the cadet who mutilated him 
forged his hand in order to throw the blame 
upon him.

One day in a dreamy mood Mark Twain 
wandered among the woods on the hills 
above the Nectar. Ibis melancholy Jac­ 
ques did not dud a subject for reflection in 
poor and bankrupt deer,” but, with his 
own peculiar vein of iaocy, be discovered 
something to moralize abont in the croak­ 
ing cl raven'* overhead. As an instance of 
Mark Twain’s powers of imaginative per­ 
ception, the passage about the c.induct of 
the ravens is worth quoting:

suddenly uttered a hoarse croak over my 
head. It made me start, and then I was

I looked up, and 
the creature was sitting on a limb right 
ever mc, looking down at me. I felt some­ 
thing of the 4aoie sol se of humiliation and 
ojary 
which one 
leels 
when 
he 
finds that a human stranger has.been clan­ 
destinely inspecting him In his privacy, 
and mentally commenting upon|hun. It 
eyed me. Nothing was said during some 
accend*. Tut u the bird stepped a little 
way along his limb to get a better point 
of observation, lifted his wings, stuck his 
head far down below his shoulders toward 
me, and 
croaked 
again,—a croak 
with a distinctly lutultiog expression about 
it. It he had spoken rn English he Could 
i ot have said any more plainly than he 
did say in raven, •Well, what do you want 
anre?' I felt as foolish as if I had bees 
caught in some mean act by a responsible 
being, and reproved for it. 
However, I 
made co rcpl> ; I WcUld not bandy words 
with a raven. 
Tne adversary waited a 
while, with his shoulders still lifted, his 
Head thrust down between them, and his 
keen bright 
eye Axed on me; then he 
threw out two or three more insult#, which 
I could uot understand, fur'her than that I 
Kuew a portion of them consisted of lan­ 
guage not used in church.

Large finds of snakes come about as 
regularly in Indiana et does tile spring 
In other words, spring time seems to be 
prolific of snake finds, and many rich leads 
are struck. Of all the turnouts of flatheads, 
racers, rattle, water, and other species ot 
snakes reported from this section of Indi­ 
ana, there hare been none that have 
equaled the one reported to the Commer­ 
cial correspondent to-day. And there 
never was a snake-find anywhere which 
caustd a more dreadful, dangerous battle 
than did this one. 
Mr. Joshua Mills, a farmer, lives in the 
extreme northwestern part of this or the 
southeastern part of Grant county, near 
the junction of Delaware, Grant and Add­ 
ison coonties, and about af teen to eighteen 
miles from this city. Day before yester­ 
day he was cleaning up a patch of deaden­ 
ing on his farm. The day was balmy and 
pleasant- At ten o’clock in the forenoon 
ne had already for burning three or four 
heaps of brush, and when about ready for 
doing so he conceived the idea of cremat­ 
ing an «old log hog pen which stood near 
by. A hundred feet distant wss a well 
which was uncovered, was operated by a 
deep bucket attached to a pole, and was 
used for waterlog stock. A hundred feet 
or so further od was a large, shallow pond 
of stagnant water, surrounded oy willows, 
and dead flags, and coaree grass. The 
surrounding country 
is low, wet and 
swampy. The hog pen was a fair speci­ 
men of ye olden time sty,—roomy, with 
fog flooring laid on the ground and the 
structure resting on Urge logs imbedded 
rn the earth. Afar determining upon 
burning the hog pen, on account of rn any 
rats, lizard^ etc , ne ii»d teen aboat it, and 
because of its Laving done duty so long as 
to bicorne a peat, bv ai once proceeded to 
carry brush and 
thr< w 
into it. Ile 
worked an hour at tm.*'. 
When he La J 
almost completed his work, and was iu the 
act of picking up the scattered limbs and 
throwing them into the pen, he was startled 
at seeiug a monstrous waler snake crawl 
out from under the logs and start iff to I 
ward the pond. Mr. Mills told the Com 
uicrctal correspondent's informant that 
‘.ms snake was not lees than fourteen oi j 
sixteen feel long and about eignt inches la j 
diameter. Lie was so completely dumb- I 
founded that he could not move tor a 
moment, bat dually Tau toward* Hie str 
pent. aud with clubs succeeded iu turning I 
lls course away hum the pond 
fie then 
ran lo me house tor his gun, au old fash- 
i.iucd inuckei 
VV Leu Mr. Mills returmd i 
cue snake was uot lo be found. Ile inca 
tired the truck iu the pm, aud started I 
arc und firing the other heaps, laying his { 
gun ou the ground not far from the hog 
peu. The burning of the brush on the sty 
attracted to the scene a horse aud colt. the 
citer a yearling, which were running 
loose in the clearing. After a lapse ut 
probably twenty mioutes after placing fire 
to the hog pen, Mr. Mills beard a disturb­ 
ance among 
the horses, which were 
standing near the fire. Ile looked up. 
(he animals were 150 yards distant. The 
first thing that attracted Mr. Milts' attention 
was the old horse kicking upward witn his 
uind feet as ll wild. The colt was stamp­ 
ing with bu lront feet. Finally the old 
norse kicked high in the air and rau, and 
at the same time something like a long 
rope whirled into the air and fell to the 
ground. Mr. Mills saw there was some­ 
thing wrong going on, and ran witn all 
possible speed to where the trouble was. 
The horse which had rau away stood 
of!' 
IOO 
yards 
distant, 
'’whick­ 
ering." 
The 
colt 
pawed 
the 
ground terribly, and it was not until Mr 
Mills was right at the place where stood 
me colt that he comprehended the situa­ 
tion. Around the body of tho colt were 
almost two coils of a large snake. Ila tail 
was three or tour times wrapped around 
the front leg, and its head had moved its 
coils around the colt's body. 
The colt' 
eyes protruded, its breathing was hard, ii 
pawed, pranced, and cavorted around as ll 
rn the very throes of death. Mr. Mills had 
uo knife with him of sufficient siz-j to cui 
me reptile in lw*io. Ga hadn’t time to go 
and get one, tor the colt would die in ti 
ualt-minute's time. The snake was slowly 
ightening its coils, and on either side of ll 
the colt's flesh protruded, showing the ter­ 
rible strength of the twist 
Mr Mills look 
in the situation at a glance. He must burst 
the reptile with a club, and do it very 
quick, too. 
He sprang towards a slake 
lying on the ground, and just as he was 
picking Is up a whirr ! whirr ! was heard 
from behind, and, looking up, the fotkeu 
tongue of a murderous raliksuike present­ 
ed itself! 
The fire was so intensely bot there lb ut 
it scared the rattlesnake, and it sped on 
and awa?. Bot then toe colt continued 
round and round, and pawing, slower aud 
avower, as lf ready to tall at any momeut. 
Its very life was being equtez-d out of It 
Without any delay Mr Mills rushed thai 
way, and with one tell swoop of his club 
Durst the reptile until its entrails were 
strewn all over the aoimal, and it fell to 
tue ground dead. 
Strange, the colt was 
not serioualy injured, and it walked away. 
But danger to Mr Mills had just begun 
When the bones n u away, r score or more 
of snakes of various six ta and kiuds were 
seen running from the fire A load of shot 
from his gun failed to kill any of the huge 
yellow spotted monsters. 
Owing to the 
racket caused by the horses, the snakes hat 
so far run rn their direction, but as soon as 
the animals had got 
cut of 
reach 
they glided in the direction ot Mr Mills 
With the club he held in his hand he suc­ 
ceeded in keeping the snakes away from 
nim tor awhile, but finally the number 
grew so large, and their running so fero­ 
cious and promiscuous, that he himself wa 
compelled to retreat. 
Air. Mills noticed 
(rom a distance that nearly all the reptile*, 
iu their hurry to get away from the ecorcb 
ing flames, were plunging headlong into 
the welt, the others into the pond. From 
the point where he stood Mr. Mills saw, 
ne thinks, forty or fifty horrible large 
snakes of various kinds go into that well 
A comparatively few were rattlesnakes, 
and they were not very large, but some 01 
(ne others, fifteen to twenty feet ic length 
Some of the blue racers held their heads as 
nigh as a man. and swept along like 
race horses. The eight was one which 
fined the auditor with a sicken ing horror 
When the pen had burned down, so thai 
there was not a probability of there being 
any more reptiles crawling from it, Mr 
Mills approached the well and looked in. 
The water was probably six feet deep, ana 
the distance from the water to the top 
about eight feet. From his position he 
saw one of the most horrible snake fights 
that can be imagined. Two giants fought 
until the waters were turbulent with mud 
sod blood, spurts of which could occasion­ 
ally be sent to the top of the well, causing 
him who was looking down-ward to start 
back in a hurry. 
Mr. Mills thought to quiet the mob by 
shooting them, but after firing a half-dozen 
loads down into the snakes and quieting a 
few, a new idea possessed him, and he at 
once commenced rolling stones into the 
well. When nearly filled with stones ana 
wood he cemented the well over with dirt. 
And now rn that grave are buried mort 
hundreds of pounds of snake flesh than 
can b« found in any other hole, probably 
in the state. 
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O' the well known Blase transmitters near
